VANCOTTVBR ISLAND JGOLD MINES 

Within the last few weeks two imporlant 
anDouncements have been mode by the cx 
ploring ezpediiioD. Qold bos bean said to 
exist on tha Gowiohao river in qaantitics 
■ufilcif.Dt to give from a quarter of a cent lo 
three ceot3 a pao. and sullioiont aiirilorous in- 
dicatioQs have been tliscoTercd on Sootce 
river to justify, accardin;;to tbo fllatemi^nU of 
the explorers, a still larger yield. We have 
already stated our regret that the party did 
Dot giro the Cowichan river a more subatun- 
tial lest; lor whatever iulcrpretalions the 
corBtnaQjer may huvo given to his inalruc- 
lions, we think that a gold discovery would 
have justified something more than the mere 
" prospecting " of a few pans of dirt. The 
more recent discovery on Socke ri>er is a 
little more gratifying than the other, whether 
we lake it in Iho light of results 
or in the shorter distance of the locality from 
Victoria. According to the " report," out of 
fifleea pans of dirt, fifteen grains of gold 
irere obtained, thus averagini; three and a 
balf cents to the pan. If the dirt was taken 
indiscriniiDatsly from the surface, ns is ru- 
mored, this might be put down as n most 
attouishing yield ; for it is about four times 
the quantity that would be really required lo 
pay. Whether, bonever, the wasn-dirt is 
deep or ibullow — covering a large area in 
the river, or confined lo a few small bars — a 
"rush" alone will determine. Fortunaloly 
the risk attending a gold bunting expedition 
in Sooke diilriol is not very serious, and tio 
very great harm ca;] como to any portion of 
the commanity who may chooge to try their 
luck. SafBcient proof has been adduced by 
the parly of exploration to show that gold 
in paying quantities exists along the river— the 
remaining portion of the work devolves on the 
enterprising miner. While no write, parlies 
are orgaaizing to leave for the embryo dig> 
gings at Anoc, and wa have no donbt, belore 
the expiration of many days, a sufiiaient oam- 
berof men will be engaged working on the 
river to give it a proper test. 

Fiom 1858, till the present time, there 
have been various alleiiipts made on the Is- 
land to discover payable gold fields — all of 
nhiob, allbough bringing to light the fact 
that gold existed more or less over 
tha country, have resulted in failure. Wo 
do not see in this, however, anything lo 
destroy our hopes in the present gold excite- 
ment. Wo know that lor upwards of eight 
years, while tha gold mines in Australia 
ware yielding so largely, the same uocer- 
laiaty existed about New Zealand. Rumor 
aftar rumor of gold diggings had been circu- 
lated, but beyond obtaining the ''calor," tbere 
was really nothing to indicate that New 
Zealand possessed the slightest claim tobeiog 
an auriferous country. Tet within the past 
few years mines have beendlsoovered tbere of 
almost unptiralleled richness. We may not he 
able to re-produce a Cariboo on Vancouver 
Island, but wo think it highly probablo that 
diggings will be developed lliat willeusure lo 
the laborer three or four dollars a day. The 
fact that gold has been found on almost every 
one of our rivers, is sufBcient to justify a hope 
tbnt wejmay like every other place north of 
California, be able to boast of our gold mines. 
Od Ibo Jordan and on the San Juan rivers, 
whicti fall into the sea beyond the Sooke, 
gold has been discovered at^ various times ; 
bat there really never have been anything like 
ao adeqaate number of men to prospect these 
places. Should the information which the 
exploring party has afforded induce any con- 
siderable portion of our Inhabi tmit s, i^ho arc 
not better employed, to test their Kiel; on the 
Sooke river, we foel convinced ihat llio result 
of such a " rush " will bo the development 
of a gold field on Vanoouver Island. From 
the mouth of the Sooke river, to the lake, 
from whence it takes its rise, is distant about 
sixteen miles ; but even beyond this, in the 
ravines of the rnnge-!, and in the mouiilain 
streams, gold may piobably be found in pay- 
ing quantities. Let a few hundred men be 
induced lo scour the country round about, and 
we see no reason why similar results lo those 
which have occurred in other countries 
with no greater inihicenicnts in the firsl 
instance, should not be nbtniued. The great 
want in Vancouver Island hiilierlo baa been 
a lorge number of proppcctors. VVa have 
bad iormerly nothing but isolated parties of 
two and three, whose labors were almost 
thrown nnay. The present exoi'.ement will, 
wo think, turn out il ill-, rent ly, and end in

Tiiid case again canio up before His Honor 
tho tJhiel .Justice yesterday. 

The Hon. Altoniey General addressed the 
bench against tho applicaiion of Air. .\lc- 
Criiiglit. Uu niainlaiuod lhat tho liiiporiji 
Acl provided ospeciully lor this c.i.se, and 
i|in)tad from the act to prove hia siattiment.

These polots could not pos- 
sibly louch the case; they were mere matters 
of (iirm which the aiatule expressly provided 
sliuuld not inlortere or prevsnl ihe net being 
carried out. I li; would ask whether the mode 
of iip|,licalioii ol the costs should render the 
conviclioii invalid, Tliu act expressly pro- 
vides that the conviction should not bu upset 
by any incorrectness in form whatsoever, 
.iiiolher point was that the Mayor should not 
be both proseculor and judj;e ; well, all ha

An intelligent Northein geiitlaman, who 
has had opportunities of seeing for himseir, 
writes as follows to the Chicago 7ri6«n« con- 
cerning Atlanta tind the'charaoter of the sur- 
rounding country. 

As seen from Stone Monnlsin, a vant ele- 
vation ol granite 18 miles norlheast, .Atlanta 
appears situated upon a largo plain, but ai 
the ob.sorver descends from thi.s giddy height 
ond travels in the direction of either point of 
tho compass, his progress is obstructed by 
sharp " pitches" ond narrow " ravines," 
through many of which flawauiall rivulets. 
To such an extent is this tho character of 
tho eiiiface, that scarcely an acie ol level 
crouud can be found in tbe limits of tho city. 
I'ho soil, where there is any, is light and 
Bandy, with n substratum ol red clay. Other 
portions are gravelly and sterile. The most 
of the c»u"try is still covered with a heavy 
growth ol limber. This description holds 
Bood until you pass a lew miles north of 
.Marietta, 'II mileg north nf Atlanta, including 
Dallas, lying a little north-west of .Marietta. 
A few miles tioith of this run tho Allatoona 
Mountains. North and parallel runs the Et 
towa river. From Ibere to Dalton the sur- 
face is loss broken and eonstilules the beat 
grain iind grazing portion : of Georgia. Cass 
oounty'ia said tu tie 'the wealthiest in ibc 
Slnla.
